McGill More Aggressive Team,

Even though he was witnessing 
his first Canadian football game, 
the Governor-General, Lord Alex- 
ander of Tunis, was able to call 
the outcome of thb McGill-Quccn's 
football game at half time. 
FAVORS MCGILL 

"I favor McGill to win", His Ex- 
cellency told The Daily, "From 
what I have seen thus for," he 
added, "they arc by far the more 
enterprising team." 

It was during the half-time per- 
iod that your reporter, through 
Principal James, met the Govern- 
or-General. Upon being introduced, 
he smiled, shook hands, und com- 
mented on the similarity of names. 

Seated on the top step of the 
vice-regal box, your reporter had a 
very informal chat with the official 
Visitor of McGill University. Ques- 
tioned as \o his impression of Cana- 
dian football, His Excellency re- 
marked that he was very pleased 
with the Canadian game. He point- 
ed out that there was a great deal 
of similarity between our football 
game and British "rugger". "I used 
to play rugger In* England," he re- 
called. 

MEETS DR. EDWARDS 

During the interview, Dr. Phil 
Edwards, one of Canada's greatest 
track' men, and 1036 Olympic star, 
was introduced to the Governor- 
General. Your reporter listened 
while the two men conversed for 
more than' five minutes about track 
conditions, as well as former' Olym- 
pic games. The Governor-General 
and - Dr. Edwards both recalled 
many well-known names and dales 
of the world sports classic. Your 
Reporter was rather ashamed of 
his complete ignorance 'In the face 
ot these two sportsmen. 

■It. was after Dr. Edwards had 
left . that the Governor-General 
made his prophecy. He discussed 
the playing, of the two teams, em- 
phasizing that McGill was the more 
aggressive. He was especially en- 
thusiastic about the 93-yard run 
of Murray Hayes, pointing out that

in all plays, McGill was carrying 
the gome to the other team. 

Then, the teams came out on the 
field, and the whistle blew for the 
second half. In response to our 
last question, the Governor-General 
smiled, "Yes", he said, "I favor 
McGill to win". 

And they did, 18-12.

"September 1, 1939, was the re- 
sult, not of human viciousness, but 
of the failure of well-intentioned 
men to make right decisions." This 
was the theme of an address by 
Dr. F. Cyril James, principal and 
vice-chancellor of McGill, to an 
audience of Graduates ' in Moyse 
Hall yesterday. The lecture was 
part of a programme designed to* 
give former students an idea of 
the type of instruction being given 
to students In present-day courses. 

Entitling his address "Twenty 
Years of Post-War Reconstruction,'- 
Dr. James traced the rise and fall 
of economic prosperity in Europe 
and America from the Treaty of 
Versailles to the beginning of 
World War II, as well as the varl- 
ouss attempts made to solve world 
problems, and the' reasons for their 
failure. Dr. James held that Inter- 
national co^cpratlon did not suc- 
ceed because ' well-meaning men 
either .could not or would not see 
that they were doing the wrong 
thing. He Instaanccd the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's rejection of the 
findings of the London Inter- 
national Banking Conference In 
1935. No other attempt at inter- 
national cooperation since that 
time was successful. 

Dr. James dealt' in some length 
with the effects of Inflation on 
Germany prior to the stabilization 
of the mark in 1923, during which 
period he, was himself in Germany 
In concluding his lecture, Dr. James 
apologized for the bareness of his 
summary of events, as he had 11m 
Ited himself to the regular one 
hour lecture period in preparing 
his notes.

If the old adage to the effect thai "nothing 
succeeds like success" may be taken at its face 
value, then jrc'an be concluded that the McGill 
Senior Intercollegiate football team is off to one 
of its most favourable starts in years. For the 
victory of the Red and Whito at Molson Stad- 
ium Saturdny demonstrated that what Coach 
Doug Kerr'a footballers may lack in ability they 
compensate for with fighting spirit and selfless 
teamwork. 

This is not designed to be a paean of praise 
intended to delude the reader into believing that 
McGill is going to walk over all opposition this 
year. In fact, as more than one pessimist around 
the campus will tell you, the Rcdmen triumphed 
by a narrow margin over a team that is regarded 
as tho weakest in the league. Rather, the inten- 
tion is to point out that, while one victory docs 
not mean a championship squad, the Univer- 
sity's representatives on the gridiron are a 
team whose inspired play engendered a feeling 
of admiration in all who observed them; a squad 
that deserves the whole-hearted support of Mc- 
Gill students. 

Far be it from us to dampen the enthusiasm 
generated by the defeat of the Queens squad, 
buc there is at least one aspect of an otherwise 
highly-successful afternoon which could bear a 
little comment. One of the attractions which 
helped to make the day such a satisfying one 
wag the fine playing and colourful appearance 
of the gaily-costumed but undermanned McGill 
band. It is disheartening to say, the least, to 
noto that a university with an enrolment the 
size of ours could produce only around 25 musi- 
cians. It is common knowledge that there are 
many capable and talented instrumentalists on 
the campus, but these students evidently feel 
that devoting one evening a week to the band 
is more than McGill should ask of them. 

They disregard the fact tfiat they arc render- 
ing the University a disservice by refusing to 
participate in a highly respected college activ- 
ity; they disregard the fact that they arc render- 
ing their fellow-students a disservico by refusing 
to aid in the development of college spirit, an 
important function of the band; and they disre- 
gard the fact that (hey arc rendering themselves 
a disservice by not only passing up probable 
trips to Toronto and Kingston, but by refusing 
to play under the tutelage of a distinguished and 
able bandmaster, thus ignoring an opportunity 
for valuable instruction. 

Maybe these students, and others who may 
not be .talented but arc interested, will take 
advantage of this chance to aid the University 
and build a larger, more complete, band. For 
in doing eo they arc helping to fan the spark 
of college spirit, which was ignited Saturday, 
into a flame which shall burn undiminished 
throughout the year, ' .. ,

Suffering Collapse

St. John's, Que.— Last Thursday 
dawned clear and bright in the 
general area of Dawson campus and 
after two days of rain with a day 
of snowfall jammed In between, 
It was a most acceptable gift of the 
weatherman to some 1,500 browned- 
off freshmen. 

Alas that this portent of fair 
weather should be all well Yes, for 
although u blazing sun beamed 
from an ocean of blue throughout 
the day, the sky over Dawson was 
blanketed by figurative dark 
clouds that plunged the entire stu- 
dent body back Into that Monday-

Asks for 
Applications 



Article VII, Sect. 5, of the Stu- 
dents' Society Constitution states: 
Students' Social Functions: The 
members of the Council shall con- 
stitute a committee on Students' 
Social Functions. All undergraduate 
bodies desiring to hold any enter- 
tainment or any other social func- 
tions much make application to the 
Committee, which may reject the 
same or forward it and lis recom- 
mendations to the Principal. 
■ In order to carry out the above 
function, the Council has ap- 
pointed a sub-committee ot the 
Council composed of the Presidents 
of the McGill Women's Union, the 
McGill Union, and the Students' 
Athletic Council, to be known as 
the Dates Committee. 

All applications to hold social 
functions should be made on the 
forms provided In the Secretary's 
office in the McGill Union. Only 
one application form is necessary 
per social function. All dates 
granted by the Dates Committee 
shall be published in the McGill 
Dally after the Dates Committee 
meetings. In the event of an appli- 
cation being rejected, the club or 
society concerned shall be Informed 
by the Committee immediately. 

The members ot the Dates Com- 
mittee for the present term arc 
Miss Hedwig Brown, President of 
the Women's Union, David Towns- 
end, president of the McGill Union, 
and Peter Turcot, Chairman of the 
Students' Athletic Council. 

In view of the authority vested 
In the Students* Council by the 
above article in the Constitution 
of the Society, the council have 
adopted certain rules and regula- 
tions,' enumerated below: 

1. That no club or society, other 
than the Freshman Reception Com- 
mittee be allowed to sponsor any 
social functions which purports to 
be part of the Freshman Reception 
Activities. 

2. That for the first two weeks 
of the academic year, no clubs or 
societies through their activities or 
publicity shall attempt to influence 
the freshman or frcshcttes, either 
directly or indirectly, on behalf of 
their clubs, and that all publicity 
stories concerning club activities 
in the third week must be submit- 
ted to the Editor-in-Chief of the 
Daily in person. 

3. All requests for permission to 
hold social function in the second 
week of the academic year shall 
be submitted to the Students' Ex- 
ecutive Council for approval. 

4. That no social function be al- 
lowed to interfere with an event 
sponsored directly by the Students' 
Executive Council, the Students' 
Athletic Council, the Undergradu- 
ate Societies, the Red and White 
Society, or any other group so 
specified by the Dates Committee 
ot the Students' Council. 

5. That the number of social ac- 
tivities for the past year on the 
campus has been excessive, and 
therefore, other clubs and societies 
shall be encouraged to hold social 
functions for their own club mem- 
bers only, but NOT for the campus 
at large.

Can it be 
that the editor disagrees with the 
resolutions? I maintain that Student 
opinion .on the contents of the re- 
solutions is a matter for students to 
decide for themselves. Therefore, I 
am forced to use this method of 
presenting the resolutions for the 
Information of the whole student 
body. The resolutions follow: 

1. We urge the Federal Govern- 
mnet to carry out the proposals of 
Ottawa Veterans Housing League 
for 500 emergency homes for Ot- 
tawa veterans and call upon the 
government to allot the empty bar- 
racks and government buildings to 
veterans in need and urge the gov- 
ernment to permit the 60 families 
already placed to remain on the 
terms proposed by Veterans' Hous- 
ing League. 

2. We condemn the attitude of the 
government authorities towards the 
vets housing problems as expressed 
in the arrest of Hanratty and 
Blakney and maintain that such ar- 
rests in no way help solve the 
housing problem. The only crime 
Hanratty and Blakney arc guilty of 
in the eyes ot veterans is having 
housed 60 veterans families, as op- 
posed to the promises given by the 
government and cynically broken 
since the end of the war. We urge 
that the charge against these two 
be dropped. 

3. In order to avoid a repetition 
ot the events such as occurred in 
Ottawa, we urge thé government to 
Immediately take over all empty 
buildings in proportion to need 
throughout the country suitable ior 
emergency accommodation of vet- 
erans and their families, and that 
these families be housed. 

4. We urge the university au- 
thorities in co-operation with gov- 
ernment authorities to assist Mc- 
Gill veterans in setting up co-op- 
erative residences by using their 
influence In obtaining necessary 
buildings. 

5. As a long term measure, we 
call upon the government to ini- 
tiate a national home building pro- 
gramme to provide decent low ren- 
tal homes at one fifth of income as 
a rental; this to be made possible, 
if' necessary, by government sub- 
sidy.

The Canadian Association of 
Medical Students and Internes 
will hold their tenth annual con- 
ference in Montreal with McGill 
University acting as host to the 
delegates. The conference will 
get under way on November 14, 
and will carry on until the even- 
ing of November 16. 

The conference will lay down 
the policy and outline the work 
for the coming year, which will 
be carried out by the local 
CAMSI committees at each uni- 
versity under the direction of 
the national executive. 

OPENING DAT 
On the opening day the confer- 
ence will be addressed by Dr. Mac- 
intosh at a buffet luncheon, to be 
held In the medical building, and 
by Dean Meakins at*' a dinner in 
the RItz-Carlton Hotel. This doy 
will see the conference get well 
under way, with the President's 
report and discussion of some of 
the main points on the agenda, 
namely affiliation to the Canadian 
Medical Association, the problem 
of internes pay, and the GÀ.M.S.I. 
'Scientific Film Board*. 

This will be second time that 
McGill will have played host to 
CAMSl's national conference, the 
first time being in 1941 at the 
height of the war. 

REGISTRATION 

November 14 will see 18 dele- 
gates representing nine medical 
schools registering along with six 
delegates from the national execu- 
tive.
